The 
Republicans were in a fighting temper 
over the Hawaiian situation, and the 
row opened immediately. 

Mr. Cockran’s resolution of yesterday 
was presented, and hurriedly referred 
to the Committee on Rules. Then came 
a sharp skirmish on the Boutelle reso- 
By means of this resolution, 
Mr. Boutelle succeeded in getting an 
opportunity to address the House, but 
his phillipic against the administration 
was suddenly cut short by the action 
of the Speaker in deciding the point 
of order to which Boutelle was speak- 
ing in his favor, and in referring the 
resolution to the committee under the 
rulcs. | 3 

The consideration of the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill was resumed, and some 
very exciting scenes were enacted be- 
fore it finally passed. The item appro- 
priating $200,000 for special pension ex- 
aminers was amended to prevent the 
suspension of any pensions without giv- 
ing the pensioner notice, with an Op- 
portunity to furnish testimony in re- 
buttal. Amendments were also adopted 
appropriating $180,000 for extra mileage 
of the members and Senators; $46,000 
for stationery, and about $25,000 to pay 
the employees of the House and Sen- 
ate an extra month’s pay. ~

_ FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—The de- 
bate expected in the Senate onthe Pres- 
ident’s message was averted by Senator 
Hoar, whose motion to refer the mes- 
sage and accompanying documents to 
the ‘Committee on Foreign -Relations 
was the pending question before the Sen- 
ate, yielding to Senators Berry and Pef- 
fer. The first-named addressed the 
Senate in advocacy of the bill for the 
repeal of the Federal election laws, 
while Senator Peffer asgued in favor 
of the bill introduced by him yesterday, 
appropriating money for immediate use 
in relieving -want and destitution 
throughout the country. 

Senator Hoar stated that tomorrow 
he would call up the motion to refer 
the President's message and accom- 
panying documents to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, and, in all prob- 
ability, will address the Senate at that 
time upon the Hawaiian situation gen- 
erally. 

During the transaction of the morn- 
ing business, Senator Frye said that 
about two years ago the French Cable 
Company made application to our Sec- 
retary of State, Mr. Blaine, for per- 
mission to land its cable from Brazil 
on the coast of the United States. The 
Secretary of State investigated the 
matter and found that the company 
had by authority of the law of Brazil, 
a monopply that no other company 
while that power was in_ existence 
could be permitted to land a cable on 
the Brazilian coast, so the Secretary of 
State refused to grant permission. 

“Tl am  =informed,’’ said Mr. Frye, 
“whether true or not, [I cannot say, 
that the company has recently ap- 
peared before the Secretary of State, 
and he has granted the company the 
right which they asked. If it be true, 
and there is no remedy to be had for 
it, then the United States will be per- 
petually kept out from landing any ca- 
ble on the coast of Brazil."’ In view 
of these facts, he offered a resolution 
making inquiry of the Secretary of 
State whether this was true. 

Senator Hunton objected to the pres- 
ent consideration of the resolution, and 
it went over under the‘rule. 

In -a speech in support of the bill for 
the relief of the uremployed, Senator 
Peffer stated that the bill contemplated 
a distribution of $63,000,000 of idle 
money, silver in the treasury, uncoy- 
ered by certificates. The bill was -re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education 
and Labor. 

HOUSE.—Immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal, Mr. Cockran offered 
the resolution which he sought to pre- 
sent yesterday to appoint.a special com- 
mittee of seven to investigate the alleged 
attempt of.the last administration to 
annex territory to the United States 
without consulting the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and inquire into the 
rights of the House in the premises. 
The resolution had no sooner been read 
thah a dozen men on each side of tha

Representative Boutelle, meantime, 
‘was wildly attempting to offer his res- 
olution of yesterday as a substitute, 
but Cockran was. recognized to move 
to refer the resolution to the Commit- 
tee on Rules, and upon this he de- 
manded the previous question. 

The confusion was 80 great that the 
Speaker times for or- 
der. 

Finaliy ta ve Breckenridge 
made a point of orde® that, under the 
rules, a resolution Would go to the 
Committee on Rules Without a motion. 

The Speaker held in accorda.tce with 
this point of order,. and referred the 
resolution. 

Mr. Breckenridge next tried to move 
to go into committee of the whole for 
the consideration of the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill, but Mr. Boutelle was at 
the front demanding recognition for 
his privileged. resolution, the 
Speaker was obliged to recognize him. 
When read, it proved to be the resolu- 
tion which Mr. Boutelle sought to in- 
troduce last night, declaring the pre- 
rogatives of Congress had been in- 
vaded by the policy of the administra- 
tion, and declaring that policy incon- 
sistent with the spirit of the Constitu- 


tion and traditions of the party. The 
row was now/tully under way. 
Representative McCreary, chairman 


of the Foreign Affairs Committee, inade 
the point that the@resolution was rot 
and, after soem: sharp 
words from each sidé, Mr. Boutelle 
got the floor to discuss the question as 
to whether the resolution was privi- 
leged. The, message of the President 
read here yesterday, he, said, indicates 
that this country may bé involved in a 
war with a friendly power for all that 
we know. Said he, in a loud voice: 
“The arms of the United States may 
be even now pinioning with their bay- 
onets a friendly nation with whom the 
mass of people of this country sym- 
pathize.”’ 

He held it was the imperative duty 
of Congress, reluctantly recognized by 
the President, to disavow, discredit and 
reprobate the policy designed to bring 
the country: into discredit in the eyes 
of the civilized world. (Great applause 
on the Republican side.) 

“T care not,” he said, “‘whence this 
policy emanates, whether from a Re- 
publican President or a Democratic 
usurper —.”’ 

The confusion that followed the word 
“usurper” drowned the rest of the 
sentence. He continued: to talk, amid 
loud cries for order, and the Speaker 
at last, with the aid~of the gavel, 
brought the House to a standstill. Be- 
fore the gentleman from Maine had 
fairly launched his _next  phillipic, 
Speaker Crisp suddenly swept the 
ground from under him by deciding 
the. point of order in actordance with 
the contention of Mr. McCreary, and re- 
ferred the resolution @irectly to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. Messrs. 
Boutelle and Dingley attempted to ar- 
gue the question relating to the de- 
cisior of the chair, br? the Speaker 
was obdurate and, amid great excite- 
ment, ordered all gentlemen to take 
their seats, declaring he would hear no 
gentleman until fe had formally dis- 
charged | his duty. by a decision upon 
the point at issue. 

The Speaker - then delivered his de- 
cision, ‘and referred the resolution to 


the Committee on Foreign Affairs, and. 


Bouteltle immediately appealed from the 
> pre of. the chair. Representative 
McCleary. moved ‘to lay the appeal on 
the table, ahd the motion prevailed— 
te 89. 

During the debate on the deficiency 
bill, Chairman Wilson ofthe Ways and 
Means Committee rose, with the long- 
looked-for tariff bill in his hand, and 
the committee rose infOrmally to re- 
ceive the bill and report. There was 
no demonstration of any kind. Mr. 
Wilson simply reported from the Ways 
and Meafis Committee @ bill to reduce 
taxation, provide revenue and for other 
purposes. 

When the debate on the Urgency De- 
ficiency Bill was renewed, Representa- 
tive Wells of Wisconsin called for the 
yeas and nays on the mileage amend- 
ment, but the members were not anx- 
ious to “go on record. Representative 
Bland immediately inaugurated a fil- 
ibustering «movement, and explained 
that all he wanted was a record-mak- 
ing vote. 

“That is just what you don’t get,”’ 
cried a dozen voices. 

Messrs. Holman and Bland insisted 
that they were entitled to a yea and 
nay vote, and Mr. Bailey testified to 
the justice of the demand, but the 
House would not agree to it, and Mr. 
Bland went on making filibustering 
motions to adjourn, take a recess, ad- 
jour to a certain day, etc. Meantime 
the Speaker had retired from the chair, 
and the Committee on Rules had held 
a meeting. A special order was pre- 
pared, and a gag was invoked. 

Mr. Catchings’s appearance with the 
rule in his hand was greeted with loud 
cheers. Successively the special order 
was adopted, the motion to adjourn de- 
feated, the mileage amendment, the

| Majority Report of the Ways and Means 


Committee. 

WASHINTON, Dec. 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The majority report 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
on the tariff was submitted to the 
House at the opening of today's ses- 
sien. The report says: 

“The American people, after the most 
thorough debate ever given by a people 
to their fiscal policy, have decided that 
the existing tariff is wrong in principle, 
ard grievously unjust in operation. 
They have decided as free men must 
always decide, that the power of taxa- 
tion has no lawful or constitutional ex- 
ercise except for providing a revenue 
for the support of the government. 

“Every departure from this principle 
is a departure from the fundamental 
principles of free institutions, and in- 
variably works out gross inequality in 
the citizenship of the country. For 
more than thirty years we have levied 
the largest part of our Federal taxes in 
violation of this vital tfuth, until we 
have reached the existing tariff and the 
extreme and voluminoys -system of 
class taxation, to which Mistory may be 
challenged to furnish a parallel.

ASTRONG NAVY 


Gladstone Defends the 
Government 


Speech Winning Great 
Applause. 


In 


England Has Five More Large 
Battleships 


Than Has France and Russia 
Combined. 


Change of Officers on a Brazilian Cruiser—

LONDON, Dec: 19.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) In the Commons 
Lord George Hamilton, the former 
First Lord of the Admiralty in the Sal- 
isbury government, provoked a battle 
royal between the Liberals and Con- 
servatives by a motion for immediate 
consideration of the motion to make 
a considerable addition to the strength 
of the British navy, and to ask the gov- 
ernment to state its intention in regard 
to the navy. Hamilton declared that 
the motion was not inspired by party 
objects. 

Gladstone accepted the challenge and 
responded with a great speech which 
showed that he had lost none of his 
old-time vigor and force. He moved 
an amendment to the effect that the 
House relies on the responsible Minis- 
ters of the crown to make adequate 
provision for the defense of the empire. 
He urged that Lord Hamilton’s motion 
was practically a vote of censure, and 
that his object was to overturn the gov- 
ernment. England could complete a 
first-class warship in three years, 
against four years required by France. 
England had nineteen first-class battle- 
ships, against fourteen by France and 
Russia combined. 

Eight of the French and Russian 
ships were of the wooden type already 
discarded by England. The latter had 
527,000 tons of fighting ships. France 
and Russia combined. had only 318,000 
tons. 
and more powerful. If Britain built 
no more ships till 1897, the tonnage 
would still be far greater than that of 
France and Russia. Yet the govern- 
ment intended to still further increase 
the strength of the British navy. 

Gladstone expressed the hope that 
the House would not set a bad example 
and marshal the party forces on the 
great question of imperial defense. 
Great cheering followed the Premier's 
conclusion. 

Balfour, the Concervative leader, de- 
nied Gladsfone’s taunt that the opposi- 
tion was trying to make party capital 
out of the naval debate. In future 
naval combats Great Britain would 
fight opponents who stake nothing on 
the result while England stakes all. 

Lord George Hamilton’s motion was 
finally rejected by a vote of 240 to 204. 
The result was followed by loud cheer- 
ing from the Liberals. Mr. Gladstone's 
amendment to the effect that the House 
of Commons relies upon the Ministers 
of the crown to submit fitting proposals 
in due time for strengthening the navy 
or. in other words, that the House has 
confidence in the government, was 
adopted without division, causing more 
cheering from the Liberals. 


AN AMERICAN DEPOSED. 


A Brazilian Takes the Place of Capt. Baker 
of the Nitheroy. 

PENAMBUCO, Dec. 19.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) Capt. Baker, 
who left New York in command of the 
new Brazilian steamer Nitheroy, has 
been superseded by Capt. Alvaro 
Nunez, formerly commander of the 
Brazilian warship Republica. The 
change was not well received by Amer- 
icans on board, but it is believed that 
most of the expert men, especially the 
rapid-fire gunners, will continue in the 
service. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
on board the Nitheroy has just learned 
that her consort, the America, has ar- 
rived at Moranhao, and is expected 
here today or tomorrow, when both ves- 
sels will probably sail southward. 

Capt. Nunez, the new commander of 
the Nitheroy, shipped sixty new men 
during the day, and sent several of the 
New York crew ashore. The rest of 
the seamen shipped at New York were 
compelled to sail despite their protests 
and their strike for higher wages. It 
is thought there was a serious disturb- 
ance on board of the Nitheroy, that 
several men who desired to leave the 
ship engaged in a struggle with the 
remainder of the crew, and that a 
number avere finally clapped in irons 
and confined below decks. 

ORDERED TO RIO. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — The San 
Francisco has been ordered to proceed 
to Rio de Janeiro. Secretary Herbert 
did not care to discuss the situation at 
Rio, and the reason for ordering the 
ship there, but it is inferred that the 
serious condition of affairs in Brazil 
calls for a further show -ef United 
States forces. 

NEWS FROM MONTEVIDEO. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—-The Herald's 
dispatch from Montevideo says the cor- 
reepondent at Rio sends word that the 
commander of the British squadron 
has received express orders from... Lon- 
don to protect British interests in Bra- 
zil, and disregard-the blockade of the 
port threatened by. the rebel fleet.

Irishmen at Outs in a Legisiative Contest in

LONDON, Dec. 19.—(Cy Cable and 
Associated Press.) A dispatch to the 
Times from Paris says that the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, by a vote of 216 to 208, 
has annulled the election of Vicomte 
Hughes, Deputy for Sisteron, who de- 
feated Gen. MacAdaras, a naturalized 
Irishman and Republican. 

It is contended that calumnics were 
circulated during the electioneering to 
the effect that MacAdaras was one of 
the Phoenix Park assassins, and it is 
claimed that these calumnies vitiated 
the general's election. 


PENALTIES FOR BOMB THROWERS. 


Those Inciting to Outrage are to Be Severely 
Punished. 

BERLIN, Dec. 19.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.)

Hopkins, ‘the Democratic candidate, 
was elected over George B. Swift, the 
Republican candidate, by a majority 
of 1837. The total vote was: Hopkins 
(Dem,,) 112,700; Swift (Rep.,) 111,313; 
Britzins, (Socialist-Labor,) 1517; Wake- 
ley, (Peoples-Silver,) 367. 

The vote, which is one of the heaviest 
ever polled in this cify, shows a decided 
Republican gain. In several down- 
town wards where the heavy lodging- 
house voters reside, the contest was . 
bitter, and “scraps” were of frequent 
occurrence when the police were not at 
hand. In all other portions of the city 
the voting progressed without incident. 
The jury in the Coughlin trial did not 
vote, but seven of the Prendergast ju- 
rors voted. 

Late tonight the Republican City 
Central Committee decided to contest 
Hopkins’s election, claiming that the 
police returns show 600 more votes for 
Hopkins than were actually cast. I¢ 
is claimed by the committee that the 


official count will give the election to 
Swift.

The duties 
upon imported tobacco leaf suitable for 
clear wrappers, which were enormously 
advanced by the act of 1890, have been 
placed at such figures as were deemed 
likely to produce the a revenue to 
the treasury. 

“Of the staple siiertenibteiias’ products, 
including meats and provisions, we 
are such large exporters, and must 
continue to be, that any duties upon 
them: are useless for protection and 
fruitless for revenue. For the pro- 
ducers of our great export staples, 
which, having fully supplied the home 
market, must overflow and seek larger 
purchasers elsewhere, the only effect 
of the protective tariff is to take away 
from them one-fourth to one-half of the 
products for which they could exchange 
a surplus in open market. 

“Upon the larger sizes of plate glass 
where the duties were even higher, we 
have made a reduction of about one- 
third. In the iron and steel schedule, be- 
ginning with free ore, and a duty of 
21% per cent. on pig iron, we have re- 
duced the scale of duties considerably 
below those of the existing law, gradu- 
ated according to the degree of manu- 
facture.

THE LOS ANGELES PARKS. 


The annual report of the Park Com- 
mission shows that mu¢h*work has been 
done during the past year in improving 
these reaerts. The report calls atten- 
tion to the inadequate size of Westlake 
Park to accommodate the crewds of 
people who flock there on Sundays and 
holidays. In regard to Elysian Park it 


. is noted that an experimental ground 


has been set aside for the use of the 
State Horticujtural Society. When one 
considers how large an amount of land 
was once owned by the city and dis- 
posed of for little or nothing, it must 
be a subject for regret that more fore- 
sight was not exercised in reserving 
sites for parks, of which we shall soon 
begin to feel the need as the city builds 
up. The only open space now owned by 
the city of sufficient size to rank as a 
real park is that on the northwestern 
hills known as Elysian Park. It is 
much to be desired that a determined 
effort should be made to improve this 
park on a large scale, so that we might 
have something in this line which we 
are not ashamed to show visitors and at 
the same time a breathing place for 
our citizens, where they can have elbow 
room and enjoy themselves under the 
trees without being confronted at every 
dozen steps with a sign requesting them 
to ‘‘keep off the grass.”’ 

Most of the large cities of the 
country, which are noted for their en- 
terprise, have done great things in the 
line of park improvements, under con- 
ditions which are far less favor- 
able than with us. In fact, there is no 
comparison between the results which 
may be achieved in this remarkable 
climate and those which are possible in 
the wintery East, where for several 
months in the year trees are bare of 
foliage and the flowers frozen to the 
ground. The very profuseness with 
which nature has smiled upon this sec- 
tioh in the line of plant and tree growth 
has been one of the reasons why our 
people have not fully appreciated the 
advantages of beautiful parks. As a 
rule, a thing is desired or appreciated 
in proportion to the difficulty which is 
experienced in obtaining it. Here in 
Los Angeles the poorest citizen may 
have rare and beautiful plants in his 
yard all the year round, and conse- 
quently he does not feel the same need 
for a breathing place that is experil- 
enced by the dwellers in large cities 
that have been thickly built up for 
miles. The day will come, however, and 
it is not so very far off, When gardens 
will be a rarity in the central part of 
this city, and then the need for parks 
will be felt. We should not wait for 
that day to arrive, but should lay the 
foundation without further delay. As 
The Times has frequently remarked, we 
have in Elysian Park the possibilities 
of creating a resort that will be unique 
in the United States, owing to the 
peculiar advantages of climate and 
scenery which are there present. If 
this park were situated in a fashion- 
able part of the city, it would doubt- 
less have been improved long before 
this. Our citizens should, however, look 
beyond the narrow limits of their own 
personal interesis in this matter, and 
pull together to secure a park of which 
Los Angeles may be proud.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


The difference of opinion which ex- 
ists among the people of this country 
in regard to the financial question was 
well shown in some of the replies which 
were received to the series of questions 
sent out from Washington by the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
asking suggestions from business men 
as to the wisest monetary legislation to 
meet the present demand, Ex-Senator 
Charles B. Farwell- of Chicago ex- 
pressed the opinion that the government 
ought long ago to have given up the 
currency business. He thinks that 
the issue of such money should be con- 
fined entirely to the national banks. 
On the other hand, the Bimetaliic 
League, which represents the opinion of 
a large number of people, favors the is- 
sue of paper money by the government 
exclusively. Here we have a variance 
of opinion which it will be no easy task 
to reconcile. Meantime there is an evi- 
dent disposition to make silver the 
main issue in future political move- 
ments. These facts show plainly how 
necessary it is for Congress to take up 
the question of financial legislation and 
bring it to a conclusion. There are 
many who would not have voted for 
the Sherman repeal bill unless they had 
believed that it would be followed by 
some definite legislation. If the ad- 
ministration is correctly reported as 
being opposed to all further financial 
legislation it is certainly treading on 
dangerous ground. 


IRRIGATING THE ARID LANDS. 


It is said that the Committee on Irri- 
gation of Arid Lands in the House is 
considering the propriety of reporting 
a law providing that when the govern- 
ment shall have established irrigation 
works for a certain State or district, 
the public lands benefited § thereby 
shall not be actually sold, but that any 
person may receive a perpetual lease, 
instead of a title deed, under which 
lease he or his heirs may hold the 
land forever, provided a small rental 
is paid annually to the general govern- 
ment and to the State in which the 
land is located. The lease is to be 
transferable, at the lessee’s option, and 
the annual rental increased as the as- 
sessed value of the land increases, that 
matter being decided by the annual 
appraisements of government officials. 
Whether the movement should as- 
sume this shape or some other, The 
Times is pleased to note that the irri- 
gation of-the arids lands owned by the 
governmentyfor the use of the people 
is likely to be seriously considered at 
an early date. We have devoted. con- 
siderable space to this question’ during 
the past few months, because we be- 
lieve that it is one of the most im- 
portant questions before the people af 
this country today. The desirable pub- 
lic lands of the country have gone be- 
yond the reach of the people during the 
past ten years at a rate which can only 
be characterized as remarkable. It 
seems as if they had melted away. 
We all remember how, as recently as 
there was plenty of 
good government land to be had bp the 
would-be settler in the West and 
Northwest. Since then, in this section 
cities have sprung up, and the seeker 
after government lands may search in 


of miles. In fact, it is difficult to say 
where he shall look. It is true that 
the land office maps of several of the 
States and Territories still show large 
areas of land belonging to the govern- 
ment. But what is this land like? 
Those who have made an attempt to 
secure a home from the government 
within the past few years could write 
interesting stories on the subject. Some 
of this land would make a good goat 
ranch, and on other quarter sections 
there are a few small patches which 
could be cultivated, but the bulk of it 
is inaccessible and sterile, or so far 
from civilization and communication 
that it would cost a small fortune to 
bufld roads to it. 

We are thus .brought face to face 
with the proposition that the only con- 
siderable area of government land yet 
open to settlers is comprised in what is 
now known as the arid region of the 
United States. This vast extent of ter- 
ritory, which is at present compara- 
tively worthless, is capable of support- 
ing an immense population as soon as 
water is brought on the land. Specu- 
lators, who have gobbled up almost ev- 
erything else, have their hungry eyes 
on this land, and will certainly use 
every means to obtain possession of it. 
It is these people who are at the bot- 
tom of the movement for the transfer 
of this land’to the States and Territo- 
ries. It is not nec®ssary to recapitulate 
the dangers which would attend such a 
course. Given a State legislature to be 
elected, and given the disposition of 
land worth millions of dollars to be 
made by that. legislature, we all 
know very well what would «hap- 
pen. We are told that proper 
safeguards would be placed around 
the disposition of the land by 
the States; but that would be like plac- 
ing pieces of meat in a flimsy cage in 
the midst of a horde of hungry wolves. 
The “‘safeguards’’ would very soon dis- 
appear—and the meat also. For this 
reason we cannot regard it as anything 
short of a national crime if Congress 
should give away these last possessions 
upon which a poor man may create for 
himself and his family an independent 
home, without having to pay rent or 
interest to railroad companies and cap- 
italists. The same people who are urg- 
ing the donation of these lands to the 
‘States and Territories are aghast at 
the. prospect. that the United States 


should go so far out of its province as 


vain to find a home within hundreds. 


to undertake the work of irrigating 
these lands. We are told that it would 
be a “dangerous precedent,” and all 


see how much more dangerous. it wot 
be for the government to irrigate ,th 
arid lands which it owns than it is to 
improve rivers and harbors. The task 
is so immense that it ig only the gov- 
ernment which could successfully un- 
dertake it and put it through. The 
profits of the undertaking would be 
enormous, and would increase from 
year to year. Homes would be open to 
thousands of families, and a safety- 
valve would be provided for the dis- 
content which prevails in our great cit- 
ies. It would, in short, be easy to fur- 
nish a score of reasons why the govern- 
ment should undertake this work, but 
it is difficult to find one valid reason 
why it should not, This question of ir- 
rigating the arid lands of the United 
States for the benefit of the people is, 
in our opinion, a more important one 
than the silver question, and might 
well be taken up by those statesmen 
and philanthropists who are interested 
in improving the condition of the seo- 
ple. 


Another miscarriage of justice has 
occurred in San Francisco, where Mar- 
tin O'Neill, whom the jury found guilty 
of manslaughter for taking the life of 
Mrs. Kate Griffes in a manner that is 
too horrible to describe, has got off 
with ten years’ imprisonment. If the 
courts of the State do not order a little 
more hanging pretty soon, it will not 
be surprising if the people should go 
into the hemp business a little on their 
own account. 


The House of Representatives yes- 
terday took up the Hawaiian question, 
at least Mr. Boutelle of Maine did so, 
and, from the ensuing scene, one might 
be led to think that the topic contains 
enough fuel to warm Congress all win- 
ter, unless Speaker Crisp were as uni- 
formly successful in quenching the 
flame as he was yesterday.

A REAL LIVE COUNT 


The Romance of Sigmond 
Mihaly. — 


Sequel to a Story of Attempted 
Self-destruction 


That Puzzled the Los Angeles Police 
Department. 


The Identity of the Eccentric Young Man 
Fully Established—Now Confined 
in an Asylum in 
Oregon. 


One night about four months ago a 
neatly-dressed young man walked into 
a Broadway drug store, and, laying 
down* several coins, asked for some 
poison, The druggist, after looking 
over his would-be customer for a mo- 
ment, concluded that something was 
wrong, and sent word to the police 
station for an officer, to whom he aft- 
erward gave the young fellow in 
charge. The policeman took the youth 
with him to the jail, and lodged him 
for the night. On the way down the 
young man made no concealment of the 
fact that he intended to commit sui- 
cide if the attempt to procure poison 
had been successful, giving as a rea- 
son for the contemplated act, lack of 
money and failure.to get work. 

A number of charitably-inclined peo- 
ple interested themselves in the boy’s 
behalf on the day following, and he 
seemed to recover almost entirely from 
his fit of despondency before the week 
was ended. Among his few effects 
were found several pawn tickets, which, 
he explained, were held in lieu of some 
valuable pieces of jewelry which had 
been deposited in San Francisco as se- 
curity for a few much-needed dollars. 
Among the articles pawned was also a 
trunk, said to contain some articles of 
clothing, ete. The trunk Chief Glass 
made arrangements to have sent here 
to deliver to the boy, who gave his 
name as Sigmond Mihaly, and, when 
one of the officers of the force hap- 
pened to be in San Francisco on -busi- 
ness, he took the trunk out of pawn 
and brought it back with him. When 
the trunk was opened, the police were 
much surprised to find therein a large 
amount of gold goin. When Mihaly 
was asked why he had gone about 
without money, when all he had to do 
was to go to the trunk and get some 
of the gold locked there, he replied that 
the money was a sort of trust, and 
that he could not conscientiously use 
it for his own benefit. The depart- 
ment invest®mated the singular case fur- 
ther, but learned nothing more tangi- 
ble about the strange young man, and 
the latter soon drifted out of town 
and was forgotten. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Tues- 
day prints the sequel to the story in 
the following substance, which makes 
young Mihaly a ‘“‘sure-enough” Count, 
with a lengthy pedigree and a romantic 
history: 

“There are three Hungarian counts in 
Oregon. One is an inmate of the State 
insane asylum at Salem, and the other 
two are endeavoring to secure his re- 
lease and return him to his home. 

“The possessor of the clouded mind 
is Count Sigmond Mihaly, properly of 
Mihaly Castle, Dobras, Hungary. He 
is an erratic youth, who ‘distinguished 
himself in this State during the past 
year by several desperate attempts to 
commit suicide, and by other actions 
which caused his commitment to the 
Stockton asylum on two occasions. 
Half a dozen Californians have inter- 
ested themselves in Mihaly’s behalf, as 
much through curiosity as sympathy, 
but without accomplishing anything 
more than prolonging the strange chap- 
ter of his existence. 

“P. N. Lilienthal, manager of the An- 
glo-Calfornian Bank, was the first of 
the Count’s Samaritans. In October of 
last year Mr. Lilienthal was disturbed 
in the peaceful enjoyment of an after- 
dinner cigar by an altercation between 
one of his servants and a strange man 
on the steps of his residence, at the 
corner of Clay and Franklin streets. 
All the servant knew of the visitor was 
that he found him camped on the front 
steps, and that he refused either to 
move on or explain his errand. Mr. 
Lilienthal’s first diagnosis of the case 
resulted in a verdict of over-indulgence 
in alcoholic stimulants, and the fellow 
would have been driven away but for 
his refined and striking personal ap- 
pearance, which prompted a closer in- 
spection. This changed the verdict, 
and by dint of close questioning the 
host elicited sufficient information to 
prove conclusively that he was not 
dealing with an ordinary tramp. 

“Mihaly acted as though he were in 
a trance, and what little could be ex- 
tracted from him concerning himself 
was mainly confined to his experiences 
of the night. He was a stranger and 
penniless, and about dark was tempted 
to throw himself into the bay, with the 
idea of ending his sufferings. 

“Just as he was about to take the 
plunge from the string-piece of an 
East-street dock, he said, a black man 
interfered and forcibly prevented him. 
The blackameor easiiy conquered in the 
ensuing struggle, and the last thing he 
remembered was being transported 
away from the water in some sort of a 
wheeled vehicle. From that on he was 
unconscious until partially restored to 
his senses on the banker’s doorsteps. 

Just why he place@ any credence in 
such @ strange tale Mr, Lilienthal can- 
not yet explain, but instead of turning 
the young man over to the police he 
gave him some money, advised him to 
brace up,” and promised to secure em- 
ployment for him in the event of his 
calling at the -bhank on the following 
day. Mihaly did not call; Lilienthal! 
charged his charity to misplaced con- 
fidence, and in the course of a week had 
forgotten the incident, when it was re- 
called to his mind by an almost similar 
encounter between his brother-in-law, 
A. L. Seligman, and Mihaly, which oc- 
curred om Mr. Seligman’s steps, but a 
few doors from the Lilienthal residence. 
On this occasion Mihaly was in search 
of a man named Simon, supposed to be 
@ resident of the vicinity, and the 
dazed condition he was in before did 


formed of his error. 

‘Mr. Seligman manifested as much in- 
terest as had his brother-in-law, and ex- 
actly followed his example of giving 
money and good advice, and promising 
aid in event of receiving a call from his 
strange guest on the following day. 
This time Mihaly kept his engagement, 
and, in his improved condition, found 
no difficulty in imparting sufficient of 
his history to found an investigation. 

e was the only surviving son of one 


Count Mihaly, and his errand in Amer- 
ica was to replete his father’s fallen 
fortune. He was progressing fairly - well 
in the Eastern States, when beguiled 
west ward i a confidence operator, 
who fancied him a bird well worth the 
plucking. In the struggle to regain 
his feet he had exhausted his money 
and pawned his valuables. He was in 
Sacramento when his resources became 
utterly exhausted, and there his prepar- 
ations for suicide provoked his arrest 
one commitment to the Stockton asy- 
um. 
“On his discharge as cured he was no 
better off than he was before, and how 
he had passed the previous week or 
ten days he did not know. 

“He was next heard of ag an inmate 
of the Stockton asylum for the

himself. A short stay in the tnstitu- 
tion resuited in another -discharge, and 
within two months he made two addi- 
tional attempts at self-destruction, one 
in San Jose and one in Los Angeles. 

“The end of the story comesina batch 
‘of letters and photographs received a 
day or two since by Abraham Alt- 
mayer, president of the Ohabae Sha- 
lome Congregation of this city. He had 
joined with Mr. Lilienthal and Mr. Se- 
ligman in befriending Mihaly, and a 
letter of recommendation found in the 
latter’s possession led to his being the 
recipient of a history of Mihaly from 
the hands of Count Mikokoli Gula 
and Count Hurval Karoly. On crested 
paper and under date of Portland, Or., 
the counts unite in thanking Mr. Alt- 
mayer for his kindness to their erratic 
young friend, and in imparting the in- 
formation that he is now an inmate of 
Oregon's asylum at Salem. Count 
Gula’s letter embodies a long recital 
of the causes that have led to the dis- 
turbance of the mental equipoise of his 
‘dear young friend, Count Sigmond Mi- 
haly, sole surviving son of Dr. Count 
Mihaly, of Mihaly Castle, Dobras, Hun- 
gary.’ The two counts “have been in 
search of their insane friend for many 
weeks, and discovered him through let- 
ters of inquiry from an Oregon official. 

“Count Mihaly’s grandfather fell in 
love with a beautiful Jewess, Count 
Gula writes by way of explanation of 
young Mihaly’s religion. Her father, a 
rabbi, only consented to a union on the 
Mihaly’s agreement to bring up his 
offspring in the Jewish faith. 

“Count Sigmond’s father was the 
issue of that marriage. He studied 
medicine and became a celebrated phy- 
sician, but gave his services to the 
poor only. He succeeded to his father’s 
title and estate. His wealth enabled 
him to gratify his tastes for art and 
charitable work. 

“Count Sigmond grew up possessed 
of the best of his father’s traits and a 
taste for languages and music, and be- 
fore .he attained his majority had had 
the title of doctor conferred on him by 
a university which his father liberally 
endowed. Then misfortune came. Fire 
destroyed three large, income-produc- 
ing factories, at a time when a drouth 
bankrupted the tenants of the estate 
so that they were unable to pay their 
rents. The bank of the estate failed, 
the Countess Mihaly died, the eldest 
son followed his mother, and within a 
year the house of Mihaly was in the 
dust of misfortune. 

“It was then that young Sigmond 
started for America to carve out a for- 
tune to redeem his father’s mortgaged 
castle, and restore the family’s de- 
parted glory. 

“*It was a task beyond his strength,’ 
concludes Count Gula, ‘and his mind 
gave way under the strain. He is now 
in the asylum at Salem, and we are 
waiting for the recovery we hope for 
to take him home.’ ”’ 


SOLEMN SERVICES. 


Dedication of the Church of the 
Ascension. 


Bishop Nichols and the Entire Episcopal Clergy 
of the City Take Part—An Elo- 
quent Sermon by the 
Bishop. 


Yesterday morning, at 11 o'clock, the 
Church of the Ascension, St. Louis 
street, Boyle Heights, was consecrated 
by Episcopal rites to the worship of 
God, Rt. Rev. W. F. Nichols, D.D., 
bishop of California, officiating. There 
were also present and assisting in the 
service, besides the rector of the church, 
Rev. Duncan F. Mackenzie, the follow- 
ing of the Episcopal clergy of the city 
and vicinity: Revs. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., 
Lamanda Park; W. H. Dwyer, Pasadena; 
F. W. Adams, Pomona; John Gray, 
rector of St. Paul’s Church; B. W. R. 
Tayler, rector of St. John’s Church; 
Alfred 8S. Clark, rector of Christ 
Church, and Henderson Judd, rector of 
Epiphany Church, East Los Angeles. 
The church was well-filled and was 
appropriately ornamented in white and 
with flowers. All of the parishes of the 
city were represented in the congrega- 
tion. The rites were not only in the 
solemn nature of consecration, but the 
spirit was rejoicing, as well. that the 
burden of debt was entirely lifted. 

The clergy entered in procession, re- 
peating the opening service of dedi- 
cation. The instrument of donation was 
read by 8S. Irwin Scott, after which the 
service of consecration was read by 
the rector. Rev. Mr. Tayler read the 
psalter; the first lesson was read by 
Rev. Mr..Clark, the second lesson by 
Rev. Mr. Gray. The creed and prayers 
which followed were read by Rev. Mr. 
Adams, the epistle by Rev. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, and the gospel by Rev. Dr. 
Trew. The succeeding service was con- 
ducted by the bishop. 

Bishop Nichols’s sermon was from the 
text. Genesis xxvili, 19: “And He 
called the name of that place Bethel: 
but the name of that city was called 
Luz at the first.”” He spoke especially 
of the beautiful allegorical meaning of 
the text. Luz is the Arabic term for 
the almond tree, a term which we find 
uSed several times in the Old Testa- 
ment with differing significance, one 
of its most tender meanings being that 
it was supposed to indicate white hair, 
the glory of old age. But a patient 
Bible student of more recent date has 
found in it the ‘‘waiting’’ tree. He 
finds there the figure of interest that 
comes from burden-bearing. There is 
no more graphic picture in this human 
world than that of the eyes that can- 
not slumber; and that is all brought up 
by the text, which places Bethel and 
Luz in symbolic contrast. The anxious, 
timid refugee had come to Luz in his 
desolation. and he had found it a 
place of interest; but afterward when 
rest had been found, the name of that 
place was henceforth Bethel. The 
church - building is our Bethel, the 
symbol of true rest. 

The church that we consecrate be- 
comes to us the house of God, the gate 
of heaven. In it is the beginning of 
life, it brings God’s presence closer to 
us. we develop and expand within it 
and gain the full throb and pulse-beat 
which comes from nearness to Him, un- 
til the whole man—mind and soul and 
body—becomes a living sacrifice. Out 


|} in the world the almond tree flourisheth, 


it is unrest, it is Luz; we slip and stum- 
ble. and could not stand the wear and 
tear of the world if we could not find 
peace; but the hand of God points us 
to comfort, to Bethel, and the church 
becomes a holy rest to the human spirit. 

The bishop addressed the: rector and 
those associated with him as to the 
great buoyancy it was natural they 
should feel in this freedom from debt, 
and in the.consciousness of using a 
building that is realfy God's. Both from 
the material side and from a higher 
standpoint he characterized it as a 
| matter of earnest rejoicing. 

The consecration service was followed 
by holy communion. 

The clergy, their families and visiting 
friends were afterward tendered lunch- 
eon and a reception at the Mt. Pleas- 
ant Hotel.

‘THE PRATT CONTEST 


Second Day of the Sensa- 
tional Suit. . 
Establishing the Good Reputa- 
tion of Mrs. Goodspeed. 


A Check on Which the Signature 
Was Doubtful. 


Testimony of Mrs. Louisa T. Cross—Large 
Sums of Money Drawn by Her 
from firs. Pratt's 
Account. 


The trial of the contest over the 
guardianship of the person and estate 
of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an incompe- 
tent persoh, was resumed before Judge 
Clark in the Probate Court yesterday, 
and during the day’s session several 
developments of. a sensational nature 
occurred. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
reading of a number of depositions by 
counsel for Mrs. Goodspeed, tending to 
show that the reputation of that lady 
among some of the most reputable res- 
idents of San Francisco was good. It 


was also shown by the deposition of 


Banker Crew of Chico that a certain 
check for $12,586.92 had been returned 
to this city because the signature of 
Mrs. Pratt attached thereto was so dif- 
ferent to her usual style as to raise a 
doubt in his mind as to its authenticity, 
and that Gen. Mansfield, as her attor- 
ney in fact, had taken the check to the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank for the 
purpose of haying said signature con- 

Gen. Mansfield' was then briefly re- 
called for the purpose of identifying 
certain letters written by Judge O. C 
Pratt to his daughter, Mrs. Good 


Mrs. Louisa T. Cross was also re- 
call for the purpose of identifying 
certa letters which she had written 


to Mrs. Goodspeed with reference to 
her mother’s condition, and to show 
that although Mrs. Pratt had been in 
this city for the past two years, her 
daughter had made no effort td visit 
her until recently. 

Upon reconvening after luncheon, Dr. 
J. Kurtz was recalled for the purpose of 
showing that, at the suggestion of the 
court, he had again visited Mrs. Pratt, 
but found no reason to materially 
change the opinion he had already ex- 
pressed. She was not rational. She 
could not remember his name, for in- 
stance, although he had attended her 
for some time past, nor could she recall 
the names of the other doctors who had 
visited her. She was not in a condi- 
tion to be removed to San Francisco, 
for, although no ill effects might result 
from her being carried by hand for a 
short distance in a cot or on a stretcher, 
the jolting of a hack or the cars might 
be followed by apoplectic seizure. 

Mrs. Cross again took the witness 
atand and the letters from Judge O. C. 
Pratt to Mrs. Lucy C. Goodspeed, his 
daughter, were read by Mr. Campbell. 
They were with reference toan anony- 
mous letter written to her step-sister, 
which contained a reflection upon her 
own mother and Mr. Pratt. 

Upon cross-examination Mrs. Cross 
admitted that she had drawn large 
sums of money out of the London and 
Paris-American Bank at San Francisco 


_ from Mrs. Pratt's account every month 
during the year 1892, and for severat’ 


months in 1893. She also reluctantly ad- 
mitted that on Saturday or Sunday last 
she send word through Mrs. Mans- 
fiela’s attorneys to Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
attorneys that if they would give her a 
quit-claim for the moneys she had 
drawn, she would not oppose her 
niece’s application for appointment as 
guardian, or testify against her. 

A warm debate as to the admissa- 
bility of this line of examination en- 
sued. Mr. Silent stating that an at- 
tempt had been made to compromise 
the affair, but that counsel for the op- 
position was abusing his privilege in 
referring to it. Mr. Hanlon, however, 
claimed that Mrs. Cross was in no 
wise a party to this action, and that 
therefore he had a right to show that 
this witness had made overtures to Mrs, 
Goodspeed, his client, whose fair name 
she was trying to blast in order that 
she might cover up her own defalcations 
from the estate. 

It being shown to the satisfaction of 
the court that this testimony was ex- 


tracted for the purpose of showing that’ 


this witness was prejudiced against the 
appointment of a guardian, who might 
call her to account, the objections made 
to it were overruled. 

When questioned as to the reputation 
of Mrs. Catlow of Van Ness avenue, 
San Francisco, whom witness on direct 
examination had designated as a “lady 
of easy virtue,”’ she stated that she had 


seen her at Mrs. Goodspeed’s house: 


several times and remained in her com- 
pany several hours on each occasion. 


She at first declined to state who told. 


her that Mrs. Catlow was a bad char- 
acter, but when instructed by the court 
to do so, said her informant was Mrs, 
Trask. the wife of a physician, who 
who was now in the East. She could 
not say of her own knowledge that any 
of Mrs. Goodspeed’s associates, other 
than Mrs. Catlow, were bad characters. 
After testifying to the effect that for 
the past six years she had been under 
the impression that Mrs. Pratt’s affec- 
tion for her daughter was not so strong 
as it might be, several letters written 
by herself to Mrs. Goodspeed within the 
past year, in which she referred to the 
depth of the love entertained by her 
mother for her, were read and offered 
in evidence.

Data Compiled from Observations for Fifteen 
Years. 

The chief of the Weather Bureau 
furnishes for publication the following 
data, compiled from the record of ob- 
servations for the month of January, 
taken at this station for a period of 
fifteen years. 

It is believed that the facts thus set 
forth will prove of intérest to the pub- 
lic, as well as the special student, show- 
ing, as they do, the average and ex- 
treme conditions of the move important 
meteorological elements, and the range 
within which such variations may be 
expected to keep during any corre- 
eponding month. 

Temperature—Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 53 deg.; the warmest Janu- 
ary was that of 1892, with an average 
of 57 deg.; the coldest January was

Himself. 


He Says the Hawaiian Provis- 
ional Government 


Can Sustain Itself Without Outside 
Assistance. 


An p Paaarer » Letter Recetved by a Los 
Angeles [an Who Oftered to Go to 
the Istands to His 
Ald. 


It is a fact not generally known that 
when the Hawaiian excitement was at 
its height, some weeks ago, @ move- 
ment was quietly inaugurated to raise 
a force of men in this city to take 
service under the provisional govern- 
ment. in case President Dole and his 
colleagues desired assistance in pre- 
venting the restoration of the mon- 
archy. The matter was quietly can- 
vassed and all the details of the plan 
worked out. As near as can be learned, 
it was the intention to enlist from two 
to five hundred men, according to 
transportation facilities available, and 
charter either a steamer or sailing ves- 
sels for conveying them to the islands. 
Just how this was to be accomplished 
is known only to:the leaders of the 
scheme, one of whom is a well-known 
real estate operator, and the other a 
man who for so years occupied an 
official position at Honolulu, and who 
is well known throughout 'the islands, 
Whéther there was anything in the 
scheme or not, the men at the head 
of it thought there was, and when they 
had projected their plans, a formal offer 
was made to President Dole. Just what 
representations were made can only be 
inferred from the following autograph 
letter, which was received in reply 
from Mr. Dole, which would indicate 
that the scheme was treated with some 
consideration, and that the only reason 
that the offer was not accepted is be- 
cause the provisional government be- 
lieves that it can maintain itself with- 
out outeide help. The letter speaks for 
itself. and is as follows: 

“DEP’T OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
“HONOLULU, Dec. 4, 1893. 
“Sir: I have the honor to ‘acknow}- 
edge the receipt of your letter of No- 
vember 13, which has been carefully 

consi@ered by myself and colleagues. 

“Your assurances that this govern- 
ment has the moral support, and can 
have at any time the physical support 
of the people of America, in maintain- 
ing itself, are encouraging in the great- 
est degree 

“with ¢ our present forces, however, 
we feel that we can successfully meet 
and overcome any attempt of the. peo- 
ple here to restore the monarchy, and 
under the circumstances would not be 
justified in seeking physical assistance 
from without. 

Your suggestions and ingenious 
proposition in regard to the manner 


in. which a force of men might be. 


brought here are none the less appre- 
ciated, and to you and the many su 
porters of our cause, I tender you e 
sincerest thanks of this government.

A Statement from F. E. Brown as to the 


‘REDLANDS, — (Special.) 
Under date of ti, Frahk RB. 
Brown, formerly chief engineer and 
manager*of thé Bear Valley Irrigation 
Company, wftes from Chicago as fol- 
lows respecting the Bear Valley com- 
pany and the recent turn in its affairs 
resulting in a receiver being appointed:

“I have refrained from speaking until 
now from a desire not to enter into a 
controversy which might be injurious | 
to the interest of the company. 

“I devoted ten of the best years of. 
my life to the development of the Bear 
Valley works. I have always regarded 
this plant as the most valuable and 
substantial irrigation property in the 
United States in proportion to the 
amount of land it covers. Although 
the project was regarded as very bold 
at the beginning, and although it en- 
countered very many difficulties, .phys- 
ical as well as fimancial, my associates 
and I succeeded in. our ‘original object, 
and the city of Redlands is the monu- 
ment to that success. When, at a later 
day, the company undertook to supply 
the Alessandro and 
districts, we approved of the under- 
taking as feasible and our good faith 
was to its accomplishment.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Arrest of 1. G. Marks on a 
Charge of Embezzlement. 


Accused of Misappropriating the Funds of 
the Pablic—Meeting of the Santa 
Ana Trustees—News Notes 
and Personals. 


It will bé’a surprise to a great many 
people to learn that I. G. Marks, as ex- 
secretary Of the Santa Ana rd of 
Edycation, has been arrested on a 
charge of felony. A warrant was is- 
sued and executed upon an indictment 
of the grand jury Tuesday morning, 
charging Mr. Marks with embezzle- 
ment. He was arrested by Sheriff Lacy 
early in the morning, but gave bail in 
the sum of $1000, F. H. Keith and F. P. 
Nickey, becoming his sureties. Mr. 
Marks is charged with embezzling the 
‘public funds while acting in the offi- 
cial capacity of secretary of the board. 
According to the expert’s examination 
of the books of the board, and subse 
quent investigations, it seems that 
Mr. Marks has been unable to explain 
satisfactorily to the grand jury, what 
disposition was made of a certain sum 
of money ($125,) for which a warrant 
was drawn, and marked “insurance,” 
but which applied to no policy in the 
hands of the board. He is under bond 
to appear in Judge Towner’s court Fri- 
day, December 22, at 9:30 a.m., to be 
arraigned. Messrs. Plez James, George 
V. Horr and Fred Goldthwaite of Ana- 
heim, are also ordered to appear in the 
Same court upon that day to be ar- 
raigned on the charges preferred 
against them by the grand jury. 
SANTA ANA TRUSTEES. 

The Santa Ana Trustees met in reg- 
ular session Tuesday evening, with all 
members present. 


The petition of D. G. McClay et al, 
asking the board to pass ordinance 
No. 177, an ordinance to change the 
name of Monmouth avenue to McClay 
street, was received, and, on motion, 
the ordinance was referred to the City 
Attorney. 

The petition of 8S. H. Finley et al., 
asking the board to order a cement 
sidewalk along the east side of Main 
street, from Fourth street to Walnut 
street, was read; also, a rémoénstrance 
to the same was read. Action on this 
matter-was postponed indefinitely. 

The committee appointed to investi- 
gate the petition of R. F. Burgess, for 
water pipe, was granted further time. 

George Wilton asked to have a cross 
walk put in across Main. street, at 
the corner of Main and Fifth streets. 
The matter was referred to the Street 
Committee, with power to act. 

The committee on the Second-street 
matter reported that the commissioners 
did not have their report finished yet, 
and would require further time, which 
was granted. 

Dr. C. D. Ball appeared for the City 
Board of Education, and proposed that 
if the City Trustees would dig the 
ditches and fill in the same, that the 
Board of Education would pay for a 
two-inch water pipe and plumbing of 
the same, from the corner of Baker 
ami Fourth ‘streets to the West-end 
schoolhouse. The proposition was ac- 
cepted by the city. 

W. B. Hervey and R. C. Whitson 
were appointed a committee to investi- 
gaie thé advisability of the city pay- 
ing the difference between a two-inch 
and a three-inch pipe to the West-end 
schoolhouse. 

The City Clerk was instructed to be- 
gin numbering the city warrants at 
No. 1, on January 2, 1894. | 

Ordinance No. 178, requiring con- 
sumers of water to pay their water 
rates at the office of the City Clerk, 
was passed. 

Ordinance No. 179, accepting certain 
streets in the city was read for the 
first time and referred to the District 
Attorney. 

The matter of opening Sycamore 
street. through the public school 
‘grounds then came up, and was en- 
thusiastically discussed, after which 
the hoard .ordered the street to be 
opened, and the following resolution 
was passed: “It satisfactorily appear- 
ing to the Board of Trustees that the 
Street Superintendent has posted notices 
of public works along the line of said 
contemplated work of opening and ex- 
tending Sycamore street, north from 
Church street to Washington avenue, 
according to law,, and that said Super- 
intendent also caused a notice, similar 
in substance to said notice of public 
work, to be published for a period of 
ten days in the Daily Evening’ Blade, 
according to law, and as directed by 
this board, and in like manner, it satis- 
factorily appearing to said board that 
Sam Hill and various other parties 
have filed objections, coming on regu- 
larly at this meeting, to be heard, and 
after a full hearing of the same, the 
board finds and deems it just that said 
objections should be, and they are, and 
each of them is overruled, 

‘“*‘Now, therefore, be it resolved and 
declared, and said board does hereby 
resolve, declare and find that it has 
acquired jurisdiction to order said work 
to be done, and to order the opening 
and extension of said Sycamore street, 
north from Church street to Washing- 
ton avenue, in accordance with the 
resolution of said board heretofore 
passed and adopted, and that the same 
be established of record.”’ 

Messrs. John Bowers, J. R. Congdon 
and E. 8S. 8. Rouse were appointed 
commissioners for the purpose of open- 
ing up Sycamore street, from Church 
street to Washington avenue, and to 
assess the damages and benefits to 
property along said proposed extension. 

The board adjourned to meet Janu- 
ary 1, 1894.
